For a Ion# tim e there was no indica­ 
tion of a m ove in th is direction, and 
w hen progressive tow ns in all parts of 
O hio were nam ing their wom en candi­ 
dates. F ast Liverpool did not have a 
word to say. 
T here was a sm all move 
about th e tirst of the year, 
but it 
am ounted to nothing, and such people 
as m anifested any in terest in the m at­ 
ter left the ladles to th em selv es Now 
a new project has been set 
on foot, 
and when th e w om en who decid e to 
vote drop into a polling place they 
will be provided w ith th e necessary 
Inform ation and instruction. 
T he 
m ovem ent has been se to n foot by th e 
patriotic 
orders, 
having 
its birth 
am ong th e ladies. 
T h e D aughters of 
L iberty and th e D aughters of A m erica 
have 
decided to select 
can d id ates 
from their ranks, and to give them 
th e solid support of each order. 
T ile 
candid ates to be selected w ill each be 
given a good sta rt by th eir personal 
popularity, 
and no effort w ill 
be 
spared to m ake th e m ove m ost success 
ful. 
A ll th e Influence w hich the 
orders com m and w ill be brought into 
th e cam paign. 
A s m uch of th e plan 
as has leaked ou t says th a t th e issue 
w ill be th e principles of the orders; 
th a t is .th a t th ev w ant a good school 
system , th e Bible read In every room, 
and th e A m erican flag floating over 
every building. 
T h ey think th a t the 
m em bers of the other patriotic orders 
have never m ade an a ttem p t to gain 
position s on th e board, and it now re­ 
m ains for them to assert w h at they 
believe to be nothin g more th an a 
right, since th e law has granted them 
th e power to vote. 
T he cam paign

Several nam es are m entioned as pro­ 
posed seekers for political preferm ent, 
but as there is n oth ing d efinite the 
N e w s R e v ie w - refrains from utterin g 
a word of w hat it has heard. 
If the 
selection s are in lin e w ith the rumors, 
th e ladies are wom en, win > have gained 
a reputation as leadin g ligh ts in th e 
secret society world of th e city. 
A u- 
other interestin g fact is th a t there 
w ill be a general class for instruction 
in each lodge of th e different orders 
before election day roll- around. 
T h e 
ladies w ill be tau gh t how to vote, 
boxes being placed In th e lodge rooms 
for th e purpose of practice. T hey w ill 
mark th e ballots and deposit th eir lit­ 
tle slips of paper lu st as* th e m en do, 
and if th e day is fine there w ill lik ely 
be a num ber of lady voters at the 
polls. 
In connection w ith th is move 
they m ay glean som e valuable infor­ 
m ation from th e follow ing 
A ny wom an born or naturalized in 
th e U nited S tates who is tw enty-on e 
years of age or more, may vote for 
school officers only: provided she has 
been a resident of O hio for one year or 
more, 
and 
of 
th e 
county 
30 
days, and of th e precinct where she 
w ishes to vote 20days. 
If, how ever, 
she be a m arried wom an and m akes a 
bona Ade change of residence w ith 
her fam ily from one precinct to an­ 
other in th e sam e county, she m ay 
vote although she has not resided in 
th e new hom e 20 days. 
No registra­ 
tion or other prelim inary step s are 
necessary in th is county. 
A foreign 
born, unnaturalized woman can not 
vote even though her husband is a 
voter. 
W hen the voting place is reached, 
approach the ofHcer who has charge of 
the school ballots: tell him your nam e, 
yourow n nam e,n ot your husband’s fle 
w ill give you a ballot and you w ill go 
alone to any one of th e booths not 
already occupied and there mark and 
fold your ballot. 
Every tick et on the 
ballot w ill have a circle at th e top. 
Choose th e tick et you w ish to vote, 
and if you w ish to vote for all th e 
nam es on th e tick et m ake an X in th e 
circle above it. 
M ake no other mark 
on th e ballot. 
If you w ish to vote for 
Dames appearing on different tick ets 
don't mark in any circle, but m ake an 
X in th e square place a t th e le ft of 
each nam e you w ish to vote 
for. 
M ake no other m arks on th e ballot. 
Be careful not to m ake any more X 


marks than there are school officers 
'lo b e elected In your precinct or your 
vote will not count. 
Fold up the 
ballot so as to conceal th e marks, but 
leave th e signatu res on th e back of 
the ballot in 
view . 
You m ust not 
show your ballot to anyone, and you 
w ill not be perm itted to con verse w ith 
anyone except 
th e election officers j 
w hile you are inside th e guard-rail. 
If you are unable to mark your ballot, 
you w ill sta te the reason under oath 
to th e election officers and they w ill 
assist you. 
W hen your ballot Is thus 
marked and folded, return it to the 
officer having charge of th e ballot box 
and pass at once ou tsid e of th e guard­ 
rail. 
Do not cut, tear or in any m an­ 
ner m u tilate your ballot. 
I f you spoil 
a ballot, return It to th e officer and 
g et another. 
Y ou w ill vote in the 
sam e place and sam e box w ith the 
men.

About m idday ok 
Sunday, March 6, 
1888, the passenger 
steamer Jam es D. 
Ohio Rapids. Parkw attem pted to 
shoot tho rapids in th© Indiana channel 
of the Ohio at (louisville. The moment 
sh© entered the chute the lookout in th* 
station house of life saving crew No. 
IO had a premonition that she was go­ 
ing to have trouble and gave th* alarm. 
Instantly the lifeboats Heady and Reck­ 
less were manned and started off in the 
track of the steamer, th* oarsmen pull­ 
ing w ith a w ill and the boats outrun­ 
ning the current. The imperiled steam ­ 
er was a stern wheeler, and, the weight 
of her cargo being in front, on reaching 
tho incline of the channel her wheel 
and rudders oonld not get a grip on the 
current by which she oonld be managed 
and steered. 
After a few moments her 
bow disappeared under water; then she 
careened to starboard, her smokestacks 
toppled over, and a cloud of steam arose 
from her like the vapor of an explosion. 
In bumping against the rocks her stern 
was knocked off, aud swinging out into 
the channel she sank in 18 feet of w a­ 
ter. Groups of terrified passengers, wo­ 
men and children among them, rushed 
from the cabins on deck. 
The roof had 
fallen, aud boxes and barrels tumbled 
to the decks below. 
The whole affair I be filled promptly, 
took place inside of ten minutes, but 
the vessel had barely gone down after 
striking the last rock when the life 
savers, all steaming and reddened from 
their life and death pull, were along­ 
side w ith the Ready and Reckless. A 
gangplank was made by tw isting off a 
cabin door, and upon that women and 
children, the first to be saved, were help­ 
ed into tho boats. Some of the im patient 
passengers, doubting the prowess of the 
life savers, jumped into the rapids and 
were swept down stream, but these were 
picked up after 13 loads had been taken 
from the wreck, and out of 105 soul* 
on board not a life was lost
